THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE 

Tlic Dlxlecrat revolt mnyhave been strictly 
& one-shot pcrformnnce. But It In poMlble 
that It will brine Americana a bit closer to the 
day when they will lock the door of the 
electoral coIIcrp and thrnw the key away. It 
all depends on what the 40 Thurmond-WrlKht 
elector.'! do. 

Senator Ellcnder of Louisiana recently 
vLsltcd thi' While HouRe, and afterwards said 
he had told the President he was RolnK to 
ROt those 40 electoral In cast their ballots for 
Mr. Tnimnn and Senator Barkley. rather 
than for the state's rlRhtn slate. 

They would be entirely within their rlRhts 
If they did this. They arc not directed by 
the constitution to conform their choice to 
the popular vote. 

But If the Thurnuind-WrlKht electors vote 
for the regular, and victorious, Democratic 
candidates, they will do more than break 
the plcdBCs that won them a majority In 
Alabama. South Carolina. Ml.sslsslnpl. Louis- 
iana, and placed two of their number on the 
list In Tennes-see. They will effectively dis- 
franchise considerably more than half a mil- 
lion persons who voted for them. 

Such an action would empha.slze a de- 
ficiency in our voting .-lyslom that Is theoreti- 
cally present In every presidential election, 
even though it seldom makes any actual dif- 
ference. For, in spite of political tradition 
and practice, the voters have no legal voice 
In the choice of the President. 

They may express a preference, as the 
Dlxlecrat supporters did. But the electors 
whom they voted for can vote as they choose. 

Thl.i year's election offered other reasons, 
of course, for glvlntr the voters a more direct 
and secure means of selectlnp a President. 
The contest barely missed windinR up In the 
house of representatives, which would have 
taken the choice out of the people's hands 
entirely. 

An a TMUlt of all this, the new congress will 
undoubtedly have a chance to start the ma- 
chinery for changing the system. One pro- 
posal, by Senator Lodne ot Massachusetts and 
Representative Oossett of Texas, has already 
been made public. It would not do away with 
electoral votes, but it would do away with the 
electors. And It would divide a state's elec- 
toral votes between the candidates In pro- 
portion to their popular vole. 

ThLt arrangement, or simply a direct 
popular vote, would naturally end any dan- 
Kcr that congress, and not the people. mlRht 
have the right to choose a President. It 
would abolbh the chance that voters might 
rind their support being recorded for a 
candidate whom they had opposed. 

The present electoral .-system was a com- 
promise among the dclegittcs to the constitu- 
tional convention. But the controversy that 
brought It about has only historical Interest 
today. Its meaning is blurred and dated, but 
its Inecjultles are no le.-^s potent lor belnfi 
meaningless. 

We can see no reason why a proper re- 
verence for the constitution should blind 
congress to this obvious flaw. The logical 
action will be for the legislators to draft an 
amendment which will make the letter con- 
form to the spirit of our free and secret 
ballot, and then let the people vote on It. 



FULL OF SURPRISES 
Election pledges usually arc discounted 
about 95 per cent by the American people if 
they place any credence whatsoever In such 
promises. 

President Truman apparently is full of sur- 
prises, and the promises he made during his 
campaign arc causing some concern among 
hL": closest advisers. 

Shortly after President Truman's reelec- 
tion, Henry L. Mencken's Baltimore Sun com- 
mented as follows: 

"If there had been a formidable body of 
cinnlbals In the electorate, Truman would 
__have-pronilscd-thcni-Am P rloa n- m Ission a rles - 
fattened at taxpayers' expense." 

When Truman was campaigning, the Dem- 
ocratic big-'wlgs were little concerned about 
hLt rash promL-Jcs because no one expected 
the President to be elected. But Truman 
sprang one of the biggest surprises In Amer- 
ican history by winning an "impo.vflble" vic- 
tory. 

Now he's cominK forth wltli another sur- 
prising development— he's Indicating that ho 
was thoroughly serious when he made his 
campaign promises; that ln.sofar as pas.slblc 
he Intends to carry them out. 

And those White House advisers who think 
Jt might be wise to hedge a bit arc Just a 
-little worried.
